Speech, does no great Honour to that Man, 
who talks only to ſhew that he talks Nonſence . 
and yet this is the Caſe and the Fate of many 


more accompliſhed Perſons. A Beau, if he 
would hold his Tongue, might hide his inward 
Nakedneſs ; but while he Prates and ſnews his 


Teeth, tho' we are convinced that his Mouth 


or rather his Gums, are well inhabited, we are 
at the ſame time let into a Diſcovery that his 
Head is a dark and unfurniſhed Garret. I 
ſhould be glad I could for their Sakes, perſuade 
ſeveral hopeful young Gentlemen of my Ac- 
quaintance, who are diſtemper d with an O- 
pinion of their own Parts, to grow C 

and hold their Tongue: I wiſh this Advice 


mine be not above their Capacity, I am ſure it 


is for their Intereſt, and would they take it, I 
am almoſt confident, it would be a Secret to 


many of thoſe who only ſee them, that they are 


ſo entirely deſtitute of Reaſon and. moſt other 
Gifts which came of God. I have great Com- 
paſſion upon our Coffee-Houſe ED and 
thoſe who at publick Ordinaries daily ſtrain 
their Throats for the Intereſt of Chriſtendom, 
and judiciouſly diſtribute their deep Ignorance 


and Conjectures, to ſuch as ſit round them, and 


have 
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have the Courteſy to bear Witneſs that they. 


are 1deats, It would be great Wiſdom in the 
Fools of this our Town, if they would learn 
the Senſe to ſmother their Nonſence, and then 


it would be a great Comfort to all who come 


withio Ear Shot of them, As for me, I have. 
45 my ſelf to be eaſy in the midſt of 
Noi 


and Abſurdity, by a Method which I 
would recommend to every Body. When a 
Gmple Son begins to ſcatter Words, all the 
Notice I take is, that his Mouth is merry and 
dancing a Horn-pipe to the Tabor of his 
Throat; and I cannot but think, an honeſt 
fooliſh Fellow may lawfully play with his own 
Chaps as well as with his Legs or his Cane. 
I have carried my Humour further in this 
Caſe : With me, every Man who talks falſely 
or fooliſhly, does not talk at all; No, I am 
reſolved that the diſhoneſt Speaker and the re- 
diculous Prater, are, and ſhall be dumb Men ; 
and I wiſh for the Peace and Eaſe of the 
World, that all Mankind were of my Opinion: 
A braying Booby would not then diſturb us, 
nor a knaviſh Orator miſlead us. I am ſo de- 


_ lighted with this philoſophical Artifice of mine, 
that I often g0 to ſee a Man ſpeak on purpoſe 


not to hear him; it is therefore no Wonder that 
I haye in my Time beheld both Lawyers and 
Divines eloquently dumb for an Hour or two 
together: I have found moſt pretenders to 
— more copioys and /ilent han any Ts 

ore 
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port of Men, and no People in this Town are 
fo vehemently and ſo learnedly Mutes as Poli- 
ticians and Cxiticks.— The firſt that calls a 


Man a Fool is himſelf, and others do but take 


it from his own Mouth. When a weak Perſon 
ſhuns a Diſcovery by keeping bis Tongue within his 
Teeth as the Proverb: has it, we generally aſſign 
a kind Cauſe for his Silence, and believe it to 
be the Effect of good Senſe, which is never very 
forward ; but if his Tongue betrays him, and 
fhews him a Soft- head, the World is not to 
blame for paſſing Sentence, when he himſelf has 
con feſſed the Guilt. 


The late proceedings in our Courts of Law 
have furniſhed us with ample Proofs, that this 
'Fown abounds too plentifully with a Se& of 
brutiſn Creatures called SopomIiTES; a Sect 
that ought to be excluded from all civil Society 
and human Converſation. They exceed the worſt 
Beaſts of the Field in the Filthineſs of their A- 
bominations. The Birds of the Air couple 
Male and Female to propagate Generation, and 
every Animal moves by a natural Inftin& ; but 
Man, exclaſive of all others, forms Ideas de- 
ſtructive to himſelf, and grows fond of new In- 
ventions which are repugnant to divine Inſti- 
tution and the fundamental Laws of Nature; 
he is grown hardened in Iniquity, having a- 
bandon d himſelf to all manner of Vice, and is not 
aſhamed to act Crimes which expoſe him to the 

6 Severity 
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Severity of the Laws and the Contempt of the 
World: I have heard that one Toſſon, who lately 
kept a Brandy-Shop at Charing-Croſs, and was 
tranſported for Felony, whoſe Conſtitution was 
ſo depraved and ruined that he could contain 
nothing within him, and who was not aſhamed 
to confeſs, that he received that Debility by 
human Converſation and the vile Practice of 
Buggery ; and that once having caught a Foot- 
Soldier in Bed with his Wife, he inſiſted upon 
no other Satisfaction than to commit the de- 
ftable Sin of Sodomy with him, which the 
Other comply'd with, and ſo the Affair was 
made eaſy. It is a melancholy Sight to ſee 
Men in full Strength and Vigour go to pub- 

lick Executions unpitied and unlamented, load- 
ed with the higheſt Guilt, that can neither hope 
or expect any Mercy in this, and may juſtly 
dread the Puniſhments in the World to come : 
The greateſt Criminal has ſome People that 
may drop ſome pitying Expreſſions for his un- 
happy and untimely Fate and condole his diſmai 
Circumſtances ; while thoſe Perſons who fall by 
the Laws for Sodomy, can expect neither Pity or 
Compaſſion. It would be a pretty Scene to be- 
hold them in their Clubs and Cabals, how they 
aſſume the Air and affect the Name of Madam 
or Miſs, Betty or Molly, with a chuck under the 
Chin, and 0 you bold Pullet il break your Eggs, 
and then frisk and walk away to' make room 
for another, who thus accoſts the affected Lady,

If they can pro- 
cure a young ſmug-· fac d Fellow they never 
grudge any Expence, and it is remarkable theſe 
effeminate Villains are much fonder of a neu 
Convert than a Bully would be of a new Miſtreſt. 
They have alſo their Walks and Appointments, 
to meet and pick up one another, and their par- 
ticular Houſes of Reſort to go to, becauſe they 
dare not truſt 'themſelyes in an open Tavern. 
About twenty of theſe ſort of Houſes have been 
diſcovered, beſides the nocturnal Aſſemblies of 
reat Numbers of the like vile Perſons, what 
ger call the Markets, which are the Royal- 
Exchange, Lincolns-1nn Bog- - Houſes, the South-fide 
of St. James Park, the Piazzas of Covent- 
Garden, St. Clement” O Church- Tard, Kc.

Tore you fill the Tankard? Believe me, Sir, if 
you abandon yourſelf to theſe Enormities, and 
live not up to the Precepts of the Goſpel, you'll 
receive your Reward in a Place that ſmells as 
ſtrong of Brimſtone as a Bundle of Card- Matches. 
Rom 1 ſay, ſhould he expreſs himſelf after 
this Manner, he would appear like the Father 
of his Flock, and conſequently like a Chriſtian ;

Pawn- broker: Now, I fay, Sirs, is it not a 


Shame, à burning Shame, for a Man to think 


on, that I who have liv' d ſtxteen Tears in à Pa- 
riſh, yet cannot find above ſix Perſons in it that 
are juſt in their Morals, charitable to the Poor, 
and ſincere in their Devotion: But What makes 
the 
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largeſt and moſt popu- 
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the Wickedneſs of the Wicked more aggrava⸗ 


ting, is, that theſe pious Men cannot eſcape 
the Imputation of being as bad as their Neigh- 
bours, tho good Chriſtians are of another * 


pinion, and I heard a Man of Fourſcore de- 


clare it, he believed they could. not match them 
for their: Exactneſs in Dealing, and ſingular 


Converſation, from e to Mill- Bank at 


MWiſtminſter. 


Nothing 3 the Mind and turns the 
Brain more than the delufive Horrors which 
the common Stories of -Damons and Goblings 
bring along with them. He that is the ſtaunch- 


eſt Believer in this Point, is often the moſt 


wretched Infidel in Articles of the higheſt and 
moſt uſeſul Nature. He ſwallows glibly the 


groſſeſt Falſehoods and Forgeries, but cannot 
bear the Appearance of Truth and Conviction. 
If you tell him that a Spirit carried away the 


Side of a Houſe, or play'd at Foot-ball with 
half a dozen Chairs and as many Pewter-diſhes, 
you win his Heart and Aſſent; but if you go 


about to perſuade him that a bodily Commu- 
nication between the inviſible Spirits of the other 
World and the mortal Inhabitants of this, is 
not very likely, at leaſt not very common, he 


holds np both his Hands and wonders how you 
can be ſo great an Atheiſt. Such a one is ſo 
long accuſtomed to be cheated by others and 


will 
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will go down with him, and he has no Reliſh- 
for what is not Monſtrous and oppoſite to Na- 
ture and Probability. 

In the Country chere are two Sorts of Ghoſts, 
a Plebian Ghoſt and a Ghoſt of Rank; and theſe 
two bear a different Figure, and have a different 


Behaviour. 
De Gboſt of Dignity is always known to be 


the Spirit of a former Landlord of the Pariſh, 


who viſits his Tenants every Night in a Coach 


and Six, and rattles round his Manſion- Houſe, 


to ſee that nothing be amiſs, and to frighten 
the Servants into their Duty. His Gh is the 
very ſame Man that he himſelf was in his 
Life-time, in every Reſpe& : It wears the 
ſelf-ſame Snuff-colour'd Cloaths trimm'd with 
black, the ſame Camblet-Cloak, lin'd with red, 


a little faded, and the ſame Shoes with Cork- | 


Soals and ſquare-Toes, Its Gloves are lin'd with 


Lambskin, and it has Fuſtian Drawers on, juſt 


as the Squire had. Nay, the Spirit has upon 


its Body all the Marks that had been upon the 
Body of the Squire; the little Wart under the 


left Ear, the ſmall Scar upon the little Finger, 


the Dimple in the Chin, and twenty other Signs 
and Tokens, which are all viſible to any Man, 


Woman, or Child, that can but ſee clearly i in 
the Dark. 
Farthermore, our Gheſs has the Ways and 


Humours which it had when it was alive. It 
Smiles upon one Servant, caſts a Froun at ano- 


ther, 


. 
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ther, and, loves Noiſe. and ſtale Beer, as well as 
18 when it followed a Pack of Hounds all, Day, 
I and ſate up with another Pack all Night: For 
4 ; great Hooping and Hollowing are often heard 
in the Parlour or the Cellar about Fwo in the 
Morning, and, upon Examination, a Barrel 
of October is found empty.

| and his Barley too cheap, or done ſome ſuch 
| important and unfrugal Fault. This is Provo- 
WM cation enough in Conſcience for the grey-head- 
ed old Ghoſt, who remembers hat 2 
i it took to get Riches, to fret and ftamp; and 
1 throw down all the Pewter Diſhes about che 
Houſe. And yet I cannot ' fee hy his late 
Worſhip ſhould pinch the innocent Children 
for their Father's Errors; or why he. ſhould 
terrify the Kennel of Dogs, as ofcen as he does, 
and ſet them a howling, as if the poor Beagles 
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were his Son's Counſellors, when, in Truth, 
they are only his Principal Companions. 

It happens, ſomerimes, that the departed old 
Gentleman is ſeen and heard weeping and wail- 
ing moſt bitterly over a Pond in the Garden, 


and then it is a hundred to one but a Child or 


a Coach-Horſe dies ſome time or other after- 


wards. I own, indeed, that the Ghoſt does not 
alone poſſeſs, in his own ſingle Perſon, this kind 

of foreteling Spirits; for the old Houſe-Dog is 
likewiſe a Prophet of this Kind, and never 


howls, but ſomething or other comes after it; 
and the Crickets in the Wall have an admirable 


Knack at fore- ſmelling a Funeral. 


Theſe Ghoſts of Quality have, in their Way of 


living, one Circumſtance which -I would not 


forget. 'The cunning Creatures, when they 


are dead, and gone, and rotten, have Policy e- 
nough to return to their own Houſes, and to 
take up the beſt Rooms there for themſelves to 


lodge in. And if any Man preſume to lye in 
their Beds, they never fail to kick him, and 


cuff him, and toſs him in a Blanket. So unſo- 


ciable and malicious do People grow when once 
they are lock'd up in their Coffins. This ſbews 
that dead Folks can bite; 

Having now done due Honour to Ghoſts of 
Faſhion, T go on to ſay ſomething about vulgar 


| Apparitions ; and there is thys eſſential Difference 


between them ; a Spirit of Title and Figure is 
ever more formidable and miſchievous than a Spirit 
H of 
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of low Fortune, or meanly born. So that we fee 
the Temper of Men is the ſame in both 
Worlds. 

A poor Ghoft doek net tm appear in 
its own. bodily Likeneſs, but humbly contents 
it ſelf with the Body of a white Horſe, that 
gallops about the Meadows without Legs, and 
grazes in them without a Head. On other. Oc- 

caſions it: wears the Carcaſs of a great Hack 
Dog, that glares full in your Face, but neither 
bires you, nor ſays an uncivil Word to you. 
Sometimes it gives three ſalemn Raps at your 
Door, and if you do not anſwer it, it fays no- 
thing to you; and if you do anſwer it, it holds 
its Tongue. 

There are ſeveral other Marks and Particu- 
tarities belonging to humble Plebeian Ghoſts, as 
their leaving their Footſteps in the Aſhes, their 
taking yon by the Hand when you are aſleep, 
and the like. But the cheif Affair that calls 
them back again to vit the World by Night, is 
their Fondneſs for a Por of Money which 
they buried in their Life-time, and cannot be at 

| : Reſt in their Graves without ir. Thus the thirſt 
we of Gold raiſes them before the Reſurrection. 
) 


Ger Monsy, ſaid a wiſer Man than you 
or I, honeſt Reader: That is the Precept, but 
he went no farther, leaving the Buſineſs of 
Committee-Men, Ways and Means, to the pe- 
culiar turn of Thought or Bias of Invention 
of every individual Money-Getter, | | 

Of 
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Of all the Methods made uſe of to attain 
this great End, I believe it will be allow'd, 
that he who gains this Point the eaſieſt way is 
the wiſeſt Perſon : For inſtance, I know there 
are Gold and Silver Mines in Peru and Mexico, 
bur then I conſider, it is at a very inconveni- 
ent Diſtance, and a thouſand Toils and Dangers 
muſt be undergone, before we can have a chance 
to pocket a ſingle Ingot of either. What is to 
be done in this Caſe? we can't go to them, 
and they will not come to us. In this Plunge 
of Affairs we have ſeen ſome late notable In- 
ſtances of the Dexterity of our Countrymen 
for removing the aboveſaid Difficulties: Say 
they, Let the Spaniards and Portugueſe ſail to 
the Indies, the Dutch, French, and Engliſh, 10 
all the other Parts of the World, and we will 
ſnack in their Treaſure, without ſtiring from this 
wicked Spot of the Earth the Town, 


The late famous S DAAD, of Houſe- 
breaking memory, declared (it ſeems) at the 
Gallows, that he had laid a Foundation, for 
railing the Reputation of the Britiſh Thievery 
ro a greater Height than it's been carried in 
the preceeding Ages: And if the Relations 
we ſee daily publiſhed can be depended on, 
it may juſtly be ſaid, we have lived to ſee his 
Words verified. But perhaps ſome will think 
that I am wandering beyond my Province 
when I am going to prove, that Filching is as 
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old as the World ; that it has been the Prac- 
tice of all Ages and Nations; that the greateſt 


of Men have endeavour'd to keep it in Coun- 
tenance: And in a word, I think I can prove, 
that all Men are Thieves, tho' very few have 
the honeſty to confeſs it. The firſt Theft was 
committed in Paradiſe, and the firſt Thief was 
our univerſal Mother, to the Honour of the 
fair Sex be it ſpoken ; who, influenced by ſo 


good an Example, have to this Day kept up 
their laudable Appetite for pilfering ; as ap- 


pears by the numerous Complaints you hear 
of doleful Swains, whoſe Hearts have been 
purloin'd. In this I think they have got the 
ſtart of us; we can prove our firſt Sire no 
more than a Receiver at beſt; and the Pro- 
verb will not allow the Receiver to be as good 


as the Thief. After this no body will contro- 
vert the Antiquity of this Art. 


It remains then, that ſomething be mid for 


the Honour of our own Sex; who, tho? they 


cannot boaſt of being the Inventors of it, yet 
I hope to ſhew, that they have made as many 
Improvements on it, and carried it to as high 
a pitch as it would bear. The Jews ſtealing 
every thing they could wrap and rend from 
the Egyptians at their Departure, is an Ex- 
ploit that we ſhall come in for at leaſt half 
the Glory of, tho' it ſhould be allowed, that 
the Ladies (as it often happens. in modern 
Marches) carried the Knapſacks, and the Men 

only 
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only bore their Arms. He muſt be very ig- 
norant of Hiſtory, who knows not, that the 
LEgyptians, a learned and wiſe Nation, held 
this Art in ſuch high Efteem, that they ſe- 
verely puniſh'd ignorant Pretenders to it. 
Antient Writers aſſure us, that a Theft 
cleverly perform'd, intituled the Artiſt to the 
Booty purloined ; but if he was fo aukward, 
as to 1 detected before the Completion of his 
purpoſe, he was turn'd over to the Hands of 
old Father Antique, the Law, The Lace- 
 demonians were ſo well appriz d of the great 
Uſe and Adyantage of this Art, that they | 
early inſtructed their Children in the commen- 
dable Practice of Filching; and every one 
knows, that the Lacedemonians were always re- 
puted a wiſe and famous People; tho' it be 
certain, that no other of the polite Arts and 
Sciences got footing amongſt them. So re- 
markable an Inſtance as that of Romulus muſt not 
be omitted: He very wiſely raked together a 
parcel of Thieves; and they became the Pro- 
genitors of a Set of People, who, while they 
kept up to the Virtues of their Anceſtors, 
were the moſt powerful, the moſt learned, and 
the moſt polite Nation in the World; but 
when they grew rich, and their Opulence ſet 
them above practiſing thoſe Virtues, theß 

dwindled into nothing. 
That it has been the univerſal Practice 
(and often the only Knowledge) of all Phi- 
loſophers, 
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loſophers, will be evident, upon a compariſon 


of their ſeveral Notions and Syſtems. I would 


avoid an Oſtentation of Learning in this Place, 
or I could make my Reader ftare at my pro- 
found Sagacity in diſcufling the 'Tenets, and 
diſcovering the Thefts of the Antients one 
from another: But familiar Examples will be 
more ſuitable to the Genius and Capacity af 
ſeveral of my courteous Readers : And there» 
fore I will content my ſelf with putting them 
in mind of the late horrible Robberies at- 

tempted upon Mr. G--z---n, Mr. Ep — s, 
Oc. and of an Expreſſion made uſe of by the 
renowned Roger John--x, upon two of the Per- 
ſons concern d in them on their being brought to 

Newgate ; viz. That had he their Opportunities aud 
Advantages joined to his Head, he would not have 


leſt the Bank of England worth @ Groat in half 


a Tear time. 


As there is nothing more Lawleſs than the 
Paſſions, when they are left to themſelves, 
what a miſerable Slave muſt that Perſon be; 
who gives himſelf up to their Dominion All 
he ſtudies is preſent Gratification, let the Con- 
ſequence be what it will, the Gallows or Dams» 
nation. One Libertine, for the Enjoyment of 
a beaſtly Strumpet, poiſon d with Quickſilver 
and the Pox, flings away his Health and 
riſques his Soul, kills or rather murders his 
Innocent Wife, and moſt paternally entails Rot- 


tenneſ⸗ 
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tenneſs and an infamous Example upon his Poſte- 
rity. Another mad with Wine and Wath runs 
his Sword into a poor Man's Heart, and ſends 
him into another World, with all his Sins upon his 
Head ; and perhaps at the ſame time makes 
Beggars of a 1/idow and a Houſe full of Children, 
who all depended upoh that one Life, A third 
is under the abſolute Government of Pride or 
Ambition, and ruins his Fortune and his Fa- 
mily by Expence and Equipage ; and makes 
himſelf Little by ſtriving to be Great, and 
Poor by endeavouring to be Rich. 


Tim. Turbulent, is a Practitioner of vaſt Buſi- 
neſs in the Law : He is continually writing Let- 
ters and ſending Porters to himſelf. If in Term- 
time you meet him in the Streets, he can ſcarce” 
ſpare time to bend his Head at you; and if his 
Mouth opens you are ſure to be deafen'd with a 
Noiſe about Declarations, Counſel, Cofts, and the- 
like: But for all this Buſtle and Induſtry, Tim 
was never known to have brought a Cauſe to 
Iſue in his Life-time, excepting formerly, one in 
the Marſhal's Court, in which himſelf was the

 « Ned Needy, was never worth five Pounds du- 
ring the whole Courſe of his Life, and has been 
often hard put to it, to procure Credit for a 
Week's Lodging, or a clean Shirt. Ned never
